New Liquor Bill 

A summary of the new liquor bill 
which is to be presented to the legis¬ 
lature early in the' -session, has been 
published. The bill’ provides for the 
appointment of a liquor control board 
of not more than three members, and 
of only one member if found advis¬ 
able. The bill also provides for the 
licensing of the sale of beer in club 
hotels, under certain regulations, and 
for the sale of beer and liquor to in¬ 
dividuals under a permit system. The 
bill will prohibit consumption of li¬ 
quor in hotel premises save in guest 
rooms by bona fide guests, will also 
prohibit the advertising of liquor and 
the existence of bar signs. The total 
option provisions provide for petition 
; of 25 per cent, of the vote in any mu¬ 
nicipality for the setting up of local 
option. Heavy penalties are provided 
for infractions. The net profits from 
the aperation of the act are to be 
divided between the province and the 
municipalities.

In addi¬ 
tion to this the elevator loaded out¬ 
ward. on board ships, 404.880 bushels, 
another record. 

Gall At Halifax 

Vessels of 16 steamship lines will 
assist in bringing to Canada this year 
the greatest number of immigrants 
that have come to this country since 
before the war, it has been announced 
by Canadian National Railway offi¬ 
cials at Winnipeg. The movement 
will commence by March 15, it is ex¬ 
pected, and seven steamship lines 
which formerly called at American 
ports are making- Halifax a regular 
call on their westbound passages. Im¬ 
migrants will be carried direct from 
Halifax to Western Canada over Can¬ 
adian National lines. 

Rather A Lengthy Train 

A line of loaded grain cars placed 
end to end. stretching from Winni¬ 
peg to a point more than 40 miles 
west of Edmonton, is represented by 
total loadings of the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways from the opening of 
the present crop year, September 1. 
to anuary 23. Divided into trains 
with an average of 6o cars per train, 
more than 1.833 locomotives were' re¬ 
quired to deliver 110,000 cars of grain 
to either the hike head or Vancouver, 
leaving a number of c ars to be sand- 
vriched in with trains of other com¬ 
modities.

Visiting Brothers Welcome 


Twenty-nine million pounds of 
halibut were landed at Prince Rup¬ 
ert, B.C., during the past year, with 
figures for the month of December 
incomplete. This total is consider¬ 
ably in excess of the previous year. 
Several large shipments were made 
to Chicago and other middle West¬ 
ern States’ points. 


^ E. W. Beatty, President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, has ac¬ 
cepted the honorary presidency of 
the Province of Quebec Safety 
League, succeeding the late Lord 
Shaughnessy, w'ho was its first hon¬ 
orary president. The object of the 
League is to institute safeguards for 
the protection of life, especially 
children, providing protected play¬ 
grounds and streets.

At 
the head of the Beaver River, 50 
miles west of Keno Hill, a silver 
and gold discovery of unusual pro¬ 
portions has started a stampede 
from Mayo, the major mining settle¬ 
ment of the Yukon, to the new coun¬ 
try, where it is said assays reveal 
pay dirt running 1,100 ounces q 1- 
silver to the ton. 


Rapid progress is being made in 
preparing the Canadian section of 
the British Empire Exhibition. The 
giant pavilion was roofed in and 
ready for exhibits in sixty days from 
its commencement and will be ready 
for opening on March 1st. Two mil¬

A new deposit of soapstone has 
been discovered on Trap Lake, a 
small lake south of Wabigoon Lake, 
in northwestern Ontario. The quality 
of the stone has been reported as ex¬ 
cellent for various industrial uses, 
and practical trials are under way. 
Water transportation is available 
direct from the deposits to Wabigoon 
and Dryden, on the main line of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. 

It is announced by the Canadian

to fix a legal amount of interest 
which must be paid when fititil set¬ 
tlement is made. 

Instead of this, the Tax Recovery 
Act steps in and no matter how small 
The amount of taxes remaining un¬ 
paid are, absolutely confiscates the 
iand holdings of the debtor. Thus 
for a $20 debt, the municipality must 
(whether it wishes to or not) write 
a caveat against the land holding and 
ultimately take possession. Notice, 
also, there is no choice in the matter 
for the municipality, the provincial 
law steps in and says “it must be 
done." Surely nothing could be more 
unjust. 


citizens. And our municipalities 
have neither plans nor power to in¬ 
stitute a beneficient system of land¬ 
lordism—beneficial to the tenant and 
revenue producing to thte municipal¬ 
ity. 

There are municipalities wherein 
some five to ten per cent of the rate¬ 
payers come under the Tax Recovery 
Act. Can any municipality afford to 
dis-possess ten per cent of its rate¬ 
payers, and send them forth to pro¬ 
claim to the world how they were 
treated—and can any municipality 
afford to lose ten per cent of its rate 
paying citizens:—It cannot. 

A further evil attached to these 
Acts are that the prior legally estab¬ 
lished claims upon these lands are 
utterly disregarded and automatically 
canceled. AiKIramsTias had the grave 
effect of keeping money away that 
would have normally been available 
to the farmer for mortgages’ 

Y r et another evil, in the complete 
lack of municipal ownership handling 
of these eonfisvated lands, other than 
that of sale for the nett amount of 
indebtedness, it is possible for any 
individual or corporation to step in. 
and for some insignificant sum, say 
$20 to $200, buy a quarter of land and 
resell to the occupier or other person 
on any terms they may devise. This 
is a straight legal theft duly aauthor- 
ized under the provisions (or lack of 
them) of the provinneial law. 

It is an open secret that there is a 
body of capitalists who seek inform¬ 
ation as to some of these dirt cheap 
lands and are prepared to buy the 
same for a few filthy pieces of silver, 
and profiteer upon the misfortune of 
the unhappy and delinquent debtor 
for taxes. 

The Tax Recovery ^.ct is arbitrary 
upon the, municipality, it is conficca- 
tory to the tax-debtor, ijt ruthlessly 
destroys prior legal claims on the 
land, and opens up an opportunity 
for the most pernicious, system of 
legal land-theft and land-profiteering.

In both Saskatchewan and Alberta 
we have a law that violates the most 
elementary principles of British jus¬ 
tice: to wit, the two Tax Recovery 
Acts. These Acts, instead ow pro¬ 
ceeding' against the debtor for the 
amount of his indebtedness, absolute¬ 
ly confiscates his holdings. 

It is a principle of British law that 
a debtor can be proceeded against by 
law for the full amount of his in¬ 
debtedness.

I would like to address the taxpay¬ 
ers of the Ribstone Municipality 
through the columns of your paper. 

These are trying, troublesone times. 
The farmers of this district, in com¬ 
mon with the farmers of other parts 
are carrying a fairly heavy load of 
discouragement, caused by high ex¬ 
penses and low receipts. Better days 
are on the horizon of our future, but. 
it will take stout hearts to plod on 
through the slough of economic un- 
certainey to those better days, unless, 
wc can unload some of the load of 
discouragement we are carrying. 

I could fill a page with quotations, 
instead, 1 will quote one only of the 
highest financial authorities in the 
country, Sir Vincent Meredith, Bart., 
President of the Bank of Montreal, 
in his annual address to shareholders, 
said, in part:- 

I make no apology for stressing 
again the desirability, one might even 
say the imperativeness, of moderating 
public taxation, federal. provincial 
and municipal, in order to lighten the 
load pressing upon business and de¬ 
terring the development of resousces 
The margin of profit in all business is 
seriously curtailed by the accumula¬ 
tion of taxation, a condition that re¬ 
tards enterprise and discourages 
thrift’ 

Those who have been distrusted 
with the administration of affairs for 
this municipal distret, have allowed 
the munieipalitty to slip from a strong 
financial position, to one far from de¬ 
sirable. Most of this slide occurred 
during 1921 and 1922. In 1923 the re¬ 
lations between income and expendi¬ 
ture has been better, but other parts 
of the administration, has been far 
from good. 

Let me prescribe a remedy: 

First; Reorganize the council. Sec¬ 
ond ; The council as reorganized, to 
cut expenditures, also expenses, to the 
bone, doing only repair work on 
roads.
